NO BONDS ON THE MARKET. 


The Holders Not at All Anxious to Sell— 
Loans from the Banks. 

New York, Sept. 20.—[Special.] Secretary 
Fairchild was expected by many financial 
operators to visit the down-town Govern- 
ment offices today, but he was looked for in 
vain. Assistant-Treasurer Canda and Col- 
lector Magone both said it was impossible 
now to say when the Secretary would visit 
their respective departments. At the Sub- 
Treasury it was said that a great de- 
mand had been made for bills vary- 
ing m denomination from ® to §$20, 


and that Secretary Fairchild would open 
bids tomorrow from those desirous of selling 
United States bonds, if there are any to be 
sold. Those who appear to be posted in such 
matters said that holders of United States 
bonds were not anxious to seli them, as the 
greater part are beld in trust, and, having no 
need of the money, the holders prefer to 
keep it invested in good paying securities. 
This being the case there will be few offered 
tomorrow for redemption, and they willcom- 
prise the extent of the floating bonds. 
Bank officers say the greater part 
of the circulation has been sent 
west and south for investment in land and 
for the movement of crops, and that more is 
in demand for these pur While will- 
ing to accommodate risular customers with 
discounts on business paper so far as they 
are able, they dare not go beyond their re- 
serve and are not able to make any long 
loans, but to confine their outside business 
man — —— the string f the 

e outcry over the ency o 
money market becomes daily louder. Little 
else is talked of in Wall street. From the 
South, from the West, from New England, 
from all over the country come the same as- 

ces of trouble because not enough 
money is at command to meet the needs 
of legitimate trade. The seriousness of 
the situation is not to de belittled. 
Distress is widespread, of the lack 
of funds adequate to demands 
at this centre. The th has absorbed mill- 
ions in its new enterprises. The West has 
taken millions more. The gaping maw of 


the Government’s revenue neies has 
gulped down still more. Tho the Treas- 
ury has paid in gold $10,500, of the Gov- 


ernment’s own bonds the contribution has 
been comparatively of little consequence.

Wall street has been the first to feel the bad 
condition of things, for the reason chiefly 
that Wail street is after all 27 a sort of ad- 
vance photograph of the rest of the country. 
What Chi will feel next winter, what 
Missouri and Kansas will realize the coming 
spring has been anticipated in Wall street.

WATCHING THE OFFICIALS. 


Interest Manifested in Boston in the Possi- 
bilities of Today. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 20.—[Special.]—The 
money market is still close. There has been 
a little giving way in the rate between banks, 
but as far as the general market is concerned 
there is no special improvement to note, 
rates still ranging from 6 to 7}¢ per cent 
on time loans. A first-class manufactur- 
ing loan is reported at 6 per cent on four 
months’ time. Occasionally a collateral loan 
or a very choice manufacturing loan is heard 
of as being placed at a fraction under 6 per 
cent, but it is hard to find at any lower rate 
than 6 per cent. Call loans still rule at 6 

rcent. Government bonds have been du 

ut firm. The stock market at the present 
time is not a very cheerful topic 
for consideration. It has shown consid- 
erable activity today, but it has 
been rather at the expense of prices 
which have been weak and declining until 
tae afternoon session, when there was some 
recovery. The feeling was very general this 
afternoon that after teday’s sharp decline a 
smart rallying movement would follow. The 
New York shorts are held to have consider- 


ably cove and the short interest in 
Atchison peo doubtless lessened. The 
fact is much commen upon that 


there are so few failures, in view of the 
money situation and sharp declines in values. 
The action of the Treasury officials is awaited 
with an unhealthy interest. It is a possible 
source of quick relief, but the operations of 
trade are surer if slower, and will in time 
bring an easier state of affairs. 


A Sheriff After Bad Indians. 
FLORENCE, Ari, Sept. %.—The San Carlos 
Reservation authorities have refused to aid in 
the arrest of the Mskiminzin Indians, who are 
wanted for horse-stealing and killing cattle, be- 
cause they are not reservation Indians. Sheriff 
Feer has summoned a posse of forty armed men 
and left for the San Pedro River. ewill reach 
the Eskiminzins’ camp tomorrow morning and 

make the arrests, even if a fight ensues. 


Lashed by Moonshiners. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. W. [Special. The moon- 
shiners around Dahlonega are becoming ag- 
gressive. Notites have been served upon inform- 
ers that they must leave the country. A party of 
mask moonshiners yesterday went to the 
eng James Ash, broke it open, and beat him 
over the head with a pistol until he was sense- 
less. They then took him to the woods, tied him 


to a tree, and lashed him severely. Mr. Ach has

THE BOURBONS DEFEAT THE ADMIN- 
ISTRATION CANDIDATE. 


Henry B. Lovering Nominated for Goy- 
ernor—A Keiteration of the Demand 
for the Offices — President Cleveland 
Given a Perfunctory Indorsement—The 
Party Without Hope of Making a Close 
Contest—-A Plank in the Platform Ex- 
pressing the Views of Spoils- Hunters.

Worcester, Mass., Sept. 20.—[Special.]— 
A night’s sleep, followed by earnest appeals 
from the older men of the party, who were 
willing to make almost any concession in the 
way of candidates to insure harmony, cooled 
the passions of the Boston spoilsmen who 
were so noisy and angry last night, and the 
Democratic State Convention today was a 
tame affair. Its chief characteristic was its 
utter lack of enthusiasm. It began its ses- 
sion at 11:30 o’clock, took a half-hour recess 
for luncheon, and reached a final adjourn- 
ment by 40’clock. Col. Jonas H. French of 
Gloucester, one of the leading friends of But- 
ler in the days of the latter’s candidacy for 
Governor, made a fine-looking presiding offi- 
cer. His speech was commonplace, and 
awakened no enthusiasm until near its close. 
He touched upon the subject that lay upper- 
sens Se Sep eee of his hearers in these 
words: . 


This Administration ought not to wonder that 
the Democrats of Massachusetts are a little 
sensitive concern the offices to which they 
feel themselves entitled. when they have always 
been met even in the highest and most sacred 
places with a political ostracism. I yield to no 
man in my appreciation of the honor, hon- 
esty, and integrity of President Cleveland, and 


my admiration of his sturdy qualities of genuine 


rmanjiness, bravery, courage, and absolute devo- 
tion to duty. But with these feelings—and they 
come from the bottom of my heart—and because 
of these noble qualities in the man, I believe he 
will appreciate a manly, outspoken avowal of 
our real sentiments concerning either his Admin- 
istration or the acts of his subordinates, rather 
than subservient and indiscriminate praise. 
I would not be unjust nor speak in any spirit of 
unkindness, but I must voice my convictions. It 
seems to me that the leading Federal officehold- 
ers here are discriminating nst Democrats. I 
do not believe that the President knows that any 
such discriminations are made, nor any endeav- 
ors to belittle the Democratic party. The old 
Jeffersonian test of fitness and honesty should 
be — — to all officeholders and all applicants 
in Massachusetts, as well as Maryland or Louisi- 
ana. and, while party service should not be re- 
garded as a necessary qualification, it should not 
militate against a worthy applicant. We are 
eager to second all the President's efforts for re- 
form ang the improvement of the public service, 
and als“ those of his appointees, when it is alon 
these Zines. We welcome recruits who are will- 
ing to work heartily with the President ana the 
Democratic party, more especially those who do 
not wish to dictate, but to labor with us earnestly, 
and who have an honest desire to see the busi- 
ness of the Government conducted on business 
principles. 

Col. French’s allusions to party work as 
something to be honored and appreciated 
and the suggestion that young men should be 
educated to the business of officeholding 
were received with manifestations of joy. 
and his remarks in favor of the abolition of 
the poll tax and his indorsement of the Ken- 
tucky Democratic civil-seryice plank were 
applauded with a heartiness that showed the 
speaker had made no mistake. 

Ex-Congressman Henry B. Lovering of 
Lynn was — in nomination for Governor as 
a friend of the workingman and soldier, and 
Mayor William E. Russell of Cambridge was 
presented as an exponent of progress and 
one who would please the mugwumps. His 

Mayor of Cambridge was compared 

40 Mayor of Buffalo. He 

was clearly ate of the Ad- 
ministration men, t they did not press 
him. They were thankful to avoid an un- 
seemly row in the convention at any cost. 
The ttee on Credentials found 1,755 
delegates nt, but only one more than 
1,000 vo for Governor. The announce- 
ment of the vote—638 for Lovering to 363 for 
Russell—was received quietly. The ballot 
was declared formal, and Lovering was an- 
nounced as the nominee 4 

A baliot was then taken for four delegates 
at large to the State convention, and while it 
was being counted Edward Avery, Chairman 
of the Committee on Resolutions, mounted 
the stand and in his most pressive 
manner read the platform. There was a 
ripple of applause over the perfunctory praise 
0 ident Cleveland, but there were no 
cheers until the statement that offices should 
be filled with persons in political sympathy 
with the Administration was reached. The 
names of Gladstone and Parnell were also 
received with cheers. 

The third plank in the platform expresses 
the ideas of the men who want the offices. 
It is as follows: 

It being an unquestioned principle that the 
business of the Government should be conducted 
with the same care as personal business matters, 
therefore we believe that no business can be suc- 
cessfully carried on unless those e in its 
— act in harmony. We believe that no 

usiness-man would employ or retain in his em- 
ploy any person who was known to be in the in- 
terest of a rival who depreciated his business 
capacity, undermined his credit, or disclosed his 
secrets. We believe no administration of tne 
Government can be successful unless those who 
are intrusted with the execution of its affairs 
are interested in its success, approve of its 
policy, and believe in its principles. We believe 
all the important offices in the civii service 
should be filled by competent persons in politi 
al sympathy with the Administration ; t al 
other omees not representative in character 
should be filled by 1 selected for their fit- 
ness, capacity, and integrity; that the dispos- 
ing of patronage should neither be a tax upon 
the time of our public men nor the instrument of 
their ambition. We believe that no officer should 
be retained in public service who has shown him- 
self an offensive partisan, and we think a sense 
of propriety to the Administration of which they 
are a part requires the Federal officeholders rep- 
resenting the Administration in this State to dis- 
charge from the public service any of their subor- 
dinates against whom charges of offensive parti- 
sanship can be substantiated. 

The first plank of the platform gives Pres- 
ident Cleveland and his Administration an 
unqualified indorsement. The second pledges 
support to the President. The fourth relates 
to tariff reform, calls for a judicious reduc- 
tion in taxation, and says that the income 
derived by the Government from the internal- 
revenue taxes should be applied to the dis- 
charge of the burdens imposed on the people 
by the late war.“ The fifth opposes the impor- 
tation of contract labor. The sixth extends 
sympathy to Ireland. The seventh demands 

e abolishment of the poll-tax in the State. 
The eighth pledges the party to endeavor to 
secure such legislation as will best promote 
the interests of the laboring man. The ninth 
favors the granting of pensions. The tenth 
and last indorses the candidates. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
— 2 came the only sensation of the day. 

atrick Maguire of Boston, the recognized 
leader of the spoilsmen in their fight against 
Collector Saltonstail and Postmaster Corse 
of Boston, mounted the platform in response 
to loud calls. In accordance with the agree- 
ment he was very moderate, but the cheering 
that greeted him showed that his were the 
principles that were most approved by the 
delegates. He said he heartily seconded the 
resolutions. There had been a good deal of 
talk about his differences with a prominent 
Boston officeholder, but he did not consider it 
a matter to bring before thisconvention. He 
said he had tried to protect the best inter- 
ests of the Democratic party, and time would 
show he was right. He said n. Co 
Postmaster of Boston, was not the first dis- 
tinguished General he had metin a political 
fight, and if ne (Corse) had known anything 
the fate of Butler would suggest what is in 
store for him.

Terrible Effects of an Explosion of Rockets 
on Board a Man-of-War. 

HariFrax, N. S., Sept, 2.—The British warship 
Bellerophon, carrying the flag of Admiral Lyon, 
and which was erdered to Newfoundland fishing 
waters, has arrived here and placed in the hospi- 
tal the men injured by the explosion of rockets 
while in Quebec.

were! JUDGE COOLEY’S VIEWS. 


HIS OPINION ON SEVERAL POINTS OF 
INTEREST. 


He Believes the Inter-State Commerce 
Act Constitutional and the Commission 
Empowered to Suspend Certain Sections 
Under Certain Circumstances—Hearing 
= Complaint Against the Louisville & 
New Albany—Dressed-Beef Cases May 
Be Taken Up Today. 

Judge Cooley was seen at the Palmer last 
night and asked for an opinion touching the 
constitutionality of the act of Congress cre- 
ating the Inter-State Commerce Commission, 
in view of the general impression that the 
commission had partially nullified the Inter- 
State Commerce act by suspending certain 
clauses, which is the same as ‘nullifying an 
act of Congress. He replied that the 
authority to suspend certain clauses 
under certain expressly stated condi- 
tions was conferred in the act, and 
that such suspension was in no sense a 
nullification of the act. He would not be in- 
terviewed at length on that point, simply 
resting the case on the proposition that he 
believed in the constitutionality of the 
act. He was also asked why the 
commission was apparently making such lt- 
tle headway with the cases which had 
already been submitted to it, the intimation 
being conveyed that the people were becom- 
ing dissatisfied that more rapid progress was 
not being made. The first response to the 
question was a mildly reproachf ul look. Then 
he said the commission was laboring under 
difficulties of wnich the public was ignorant. 
The commission had done all in its power to 
correct existing evils, and if it did not 
succeed in giving entire satisfaction it was 
simply due to the fact that the law was 
not clear on many of the points raised. 
Hasty action on some of the questions might 
have resulted in much greater dissatis- 
faction than that caused by the slow and 
careful consideration ven to those 
subjects. Many of the cases brought 
against the railroads by shippers 
were not presented in such a shape as to give 
the commission an opportunity to act intelli- 
gently. Many of the abuses in railroad man- 
agement and alleged violations of the law 
which were continually being ventilated m 
the newspapers were not b:ought to the at- 


tention of the commission by the 
proper parties, and the commis- 
sion could not possibly be expected 


to take action uniess proper charges were 
preferred and substantiated. Of cours, he 
said, they were liable to err, but every mem- 
ber of the commission was solely actuated by 
a sense of duty. and if a mistake is found to 
have been made it would be speedily cor- 
rected. Neither Judge Cooley nor the other 


members of the commission were inclined to. 


express themselves upon the cases now under 
investigation. It appeared, however, from 
remarks they made that they were not in- 
clined to grant any more suspensions of the 
long and short haul section for any railroad 
company, no matter how much it might be 
affected by outside competition. They seem 
to have come to the conclusion that that sec- 
tion ought to be strictly enforcea except in 
extreme cases of water competition. 

A. F. Walker of the commission was also 
seen at the Palmer last night and asked the 
same questions put to Judge Cooley. To the 
first he replied that he had not seen the con- 
stitutionality of the act challenged, and to 
the second that the commission was enter- 
ing up its decisions about as fast as the 
cases were submitted. He explained that, 
although there had been a great deal 
of talk about the construction of the sev- 
eral clauses of the act. it was nevertheless 
true that comparati few cases had been 
made up and suomi for decision, which 
accounted for the faet that only about fifteen 


decisions had actwally.been rendered. 

The Hon. W. K Morrison, who is heré with 
the Inter-State Railway Commission, was 
seen at the Palmer House last evening. 

„The commission will hold another session 
tomorrow,” he said. We shall not an- 
nounce the decision in the case presented to- 
day, but will So have ready the de- 
cision in the Rutland, Vt., case, where the 
Boston & Albany Road complains of the 
Grand Trunk and its Boston connections for 
illegal charges.

n calling the commission to order the Chair- 
man said there were a number of important 
cases in this section to be considered, but the 
interested parties had postponed them, which 
lett but the one case to taken up at the 
present time It was a case with an impor- 
tant principle, however, as the long and short 
haul question was raised. 

Joseph C. Suit, of Frankfort, counsel 
for petitioners, presented his case. Briefly, 
it was to the effect that the defendant com- 
pany April 5, 1887, promulgated on east- bound 
farift rate on freight of the sixth class from 
Indianapolis to New York, fixing the same 
at 23 cents per 100 pounds. That in the same 
tariff sheet the rate on the same class of 
— from Frankfort, located on the same 
ine of road, but forty-seven miles nearer 
New York than Indianapolis, was fixed 
at 25 cents per 100 pounds. That June 20, 
1887, the plaintiffs shipped a car-load of bran 
to New York over the defendant company’s 
track, and that payment for the same was 
exacted at the rate of 25 cents per 100 
pounds. 

The defendant company, through its coun- 
sel, Col. George W. Easley, admitted the 
truth of the charges from beginning to end, 
but undertook to justify the freight charges 
on the score of the peculiar situation of 
Frankfort with reference to Atlantic sea- 
board traffic. Frankfort, the Colonel claimed, 
was actually farther from the seaboard than 
Indianapolis, but because seaboard freight 
from the latter point was started in a north- 
west direction the former point was some- 
what closer over the usually-traveled route, 
or at least by — es the Louisville, New Al- 
bany & Chicago Railway. There were shorter 
lines to the seaboard than his, but he claimed 
the right to compete with them, and that 
right, in his opinion, took the case out of the 
operation of Sec. 4 of the act. He argued that 
the rates were not controlled by his com- 
pany, but were fixed by the shorter lines, and 
that the tariff maintained was simply to 
meet the shorter lines at ali competitive 
points. Important as these considerations 
were, he said, there was one other that must 
not he lost sight of, and that was the fact 
the two different lines of road were used in 
transporting freight to New York.

A RUNAWAY TRAIN. 


It Runs into Another and Kills Five Men 
Other Railway Accidents. 

CANTON, Dak., Sept. 20.—([Special.]—Early 
this morning a freight-train on the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Railway was doing some 
Switching at Inwood, Ia., six miles away. 
Through the carelesness of the men on 
the freight-train half the train 8 
down the grade toward Canton at a 
furious speed, and its motion was accel- 
erated at every turn of the wheels.

AN EXPRESS-CAR ROBBED. 


Armed Men Stop a Texas Train and Get 
Away with $30,000. 

Fort Wonrn. Tex., Sept. 20.—[Special.]—The 
Texas & Pacific east-bound through express from 
San Francisco was robbed: tonight near Ben- 
brook, where the robber ot June 8 occurred. 
‘Two men mounted the cab as the train pulled out 
of Benbrook and covered the engineer with re- 
volvers.

After pulling 
up so the express was off the trestie the engineer 
and fireman were marched back to the express- 
car under — ot two men who were on the 
grounds when the engine stopped.

After a 
ozen shots fired into the car the door was 
opened. Oneof the robbers entered the car, 
emptied the safe, and at once started for the 
mail-car. which was entered without any resist- 
ance from Agent Griffin. Every registered let- 
ter in the car was secured. There were guards 
on the train, but they made no show of fight 
further than to prepare to defend the passengers. 


The robbers made no effort to enter 
the passenger coaches. After leaving 
the mail-car they marched the engineer 


and fireman back to the cab and ordered them to 
pull out. The four robbers watched the train 
move on and then walked away. Two posses of 
men left here soon after the train pulled in, but 
there is no more likelihooa of their catching the 
robbers than on the previous occasion. The 
amount of booty is placed as high as $30,000. 
These figures are not far out of the way for it 
was a clean haul. 


HE SECURED A LASTING JOB. 


George Jacobs Aspires to Be a Railroad 
President and Lands in Jail. 

JOLIET, III., Sept. 20.—[Special.]—George Ja- 
cobs of Belvidere, Ill.,was out of work and want- 
ed a job, and wanted it badly. In his fertile brain 
he conceived a scheme which he thought would 
bring him the coveted job, and it did. One dark 
night recently he rolled a huge stone on the 
track of the Chicago & Northwestern Railway 
near Belvidere. He then awaited the approach 
of the midnight express train from Chicago, and 
just before the train reached the curve where 
he had placed the rock he lit a newspaper 
and waved the flame in the air and 
stopped the train, but not until the 
engine had shoved the stone fifty feet along the 
track. In the opinion of the passengers nothing 
was too good for the brave Jacobs, who had pre- 
vented a terrible wreck by stopping the train in 
the nick of time. He would not accept any 
money, all the reward he wanted was a job on 
the road; he wanted to be President or some- 
thing. The company had a shrewd detective in 
its employ who followed the case up so hotly 
that he made Jacobs confess that he placed the 
stone upon the track. The Boone County Court 
at once put him in the way of a job which in- 
cludes board and clothing. He arrived at the 
Joliet prison yesterday, being sent here for thfee 
ears for the crime-of malicious mischief. His 
ob for the next three years will be hammering 
stone.

If the Board of Directors of the West Di- 
vision Railway held any meeting 
it was done in a most secret manner. A 
meeting of the directors may be held this 
morning, but the impression is - gaining 
ground that no answer will be returned to 
the demands made by the men. The resolu- 
tions of the men call for a tinal answer be- 
fore 3 o’clock this afternoon. In case this is 
not forthcoming a general strike of the 1,000 
conductors and drivers is a certainty. 

President Jones was asked yesterday after- 
noon if there were anything new in respect 
to the trouble between the company and its 
men. 

No,“ he replied, there is not. I have re- 
turned no answer to their demand yet. They 
asked for an answer by Wednesday evening, 
and I hope to get in shape to give them an 
answer by that time, but I have not been 
able to do so yet. By the way, yesterday I 
said that our men were getting higher 
wages than streetcar men anywhere 
eise in the country. I thought I 
was right at the time, and since then I 
have got the exact figures for New York, 
Boston, and Philadeiphia. In New York 


they get 2 for five trips, which take 
about ten and a half . In Boston they 


begin at $2 per day of twelve no and for 
＋ service are promoted to $2.50 per day. 
In Philadelphia they get $2 for twelve hours, 


and if the completing of atrip makes their 
time over twelve and a half hours they are 
paid for the overtime on the basis of 25 cents 
an hour.

There are always fools to 
sympathize with murderers, but who never give 
@ thought to their victims. We shall all hope to 
s any exhibition of maudlin sentiment. 
But if it should come, Gov. Oglesby would find 
that he had in his hands the decision of an issue 
of National importance. These men are no 
ordinary criminals. The question raised here 
bears no relation to the considerations of ex- 
pediency commonly involved in the pardon of 
malefactors. The pardon of these men would 
multiply a hundred-fold every danger that exists 
today from this class in our population. This 
would be a fearful responsibility for an Ezecu- 
tive to take. If a few noisy thousands demand 
it, let Gov. Oglesby think of tne silent millions 
who sternly wait to see justice done.

THE NEWS FROM SPRINGFIELD. 


Session of the Grand Legion of Select 
Knights—New Corporations. 

SPRINGFIELD, II., Sept, 2.—[Special.]—The 
seventh annual fsession of the Grand Legion of 
Select Knights was called to order in the Hall of 
Representatives this morning with delegates 
present frona hundred and sixty-one legions in 
Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, and Indiana. Past 
Grand Commander W. L. Gardner of Springfield 
delivered the address of welcome and Grand 
Commander F. M. Martin of Chicago responded. 
The financial report showed collections for seven 
beneficiary assessments during the year, amount- 
ing to $4,839. The legion declines to instruct its 
delegates to tne Supreme Legion. The report of 
the Committee on Coustitution favoring biennial 
sessions was adopted, and the recommendation 
in favor of fixing tae maximum age of admission 
to the beneficiary list at 45 years was defeated.

Coal-Barges Sunk at New Orleans. 

New Ontans, La., Sept. 2.—The agent of 
the Pittsburg coal combination reports the sink- 
ing of twenty-four coal boats at Willow Grove 
last night, valued at $3,000 each. Most of the

but owing to protests made by the Pennsylvania 
and other trunk lines, which claimed that the 
Rock Island must first sign such an agreement 
with all the trunk lines, the New York Central 
declined to restore the sale of tickets over the 
Rock Island. The reason why the Rock Island 
signed the ment with the New York Central, 
and not the other lines, is that it requires only 
the New York Oentral as 28 connection 
and does not care whether other trunk 
lines sell its tickets or not. By refusing to re- 
store the sale of tickets over the Rock Island 
after that road has fully complied with its de- 
mands, simply because otaer lines object to it, 
the New York Central not only repudiates the 
above action taken by the Eastern roads in New 
York Sept. 18, but it also clearly violates the 
law, which requires that it shall treat all its con- 
nections alike under similar conditions and cir- 
cumstances. Ju Cooley and the other mem- 
bers of the Inter-State Commission, who are in 
the 8 when made acquainted with the above 
facts by a representative of THE TRIBUNE.

Trank Lines Still Paying Commissions, 

At the meeting between the Trunk Line Exeo- 
utive Committee and a committee of the Central 
Traffic Association in New York last week the 
charge that the Grand Trunk Railway Company 
had issued commission vouchers to lines west of 
Chicago was explained by Mr. Seargeant, who 
said that when his company signed the agree- 
ment to stop commissions a reservation had 
been made o ints affected by Canadian Pacific 
competition.

More Serious Passenger Complications. 

New complications have arisen which are al- 
most certain to cause another passenger war 
among the roads running east from this city. Mr. 
J. H. Whitman, General Western Agent of the 
Niagara Falls Short Line, wrote Mr. Daniels of 
the Central Traffic Association notifying him that 
on and after Sept. 19 the second-class rate to 
Boston by his line in connection ‘with the West 
Shore, Erie, and Hoosac Tunnel lines will be 
$16.40. Mr. Daniela’ reply to Mr. Whitman is as 
follows: “I deg to advise you that I cannot 
authorize any such rate nor do 1 authorize 
such rate, and on the other hand I consider it 
a cut in the rate just the same as your present 
$15-rate, Chicago to New York, is a cut rate, both 
of which rates I trust you will speedily withdraw, 
restore your rates to New York and Boston to 
tariff, and unless this is done I fear serious de- 
moralization will follow.“ 

The so-called strong lines have not yet met the 
rates made by the Niagara Falis Short Line, but, 
as the cut by that road has taken from them 
nearly all their second-class traffic, they cannot 
keep out of the fight much longer. They will 
wait, however, to find out whether the West 
Shore, Erie, and Hoosac Tunnel lines share in 
the cut made by the Niagara Falls Short Line, 
and wiiltry to prevail upon those lines to stop 
interchange of traffic with that road if it contin- 
ues to Make cut rates. 


East- Bound Freight Shipments, 
East-bound shipments of flour, grain, and pro-

Mr. Price Thinks the “Shorts” Are the Com- 
plainants—The Commission Rule. 

The differences which have existed fur some 
time between two factions on the Board of Trade 
regarding the inspection of barley do not enjoy a 
prospect of speedy settlement. The faction 
which is agitating the matter most industriously 
is the one which considers the inspection unnec- 


essarily severe. Their claim—as presented in 
THE TRIBUNE some time os t not more 
than one-fifth of the No. 2 barley received here 
gets through the inspection department as such, 
much to inconvenience and loss of people 
who deal in speculative grades only. Among the 
firms on the board who make complaint of this is 
Baldwin & Stone. Several days ago Mr. Baldwin 
addressed .a letter to the way and Ware- 
house Commission asking them to meet here and 
investigate the matter. Up to yesterday Mr. 
Baldwin had received no reply, but a report w 
current that the Commissioners would arriv 
during the day and hold a meeting at which the 
abuse would be corrected, The mmissioners 
failed to put in appearance, however, and Mr. 
Price, rain-Inspector, said that he knew 
of no meeting to held here 
before Oct. 5. He was aware of the complaints 
made to the commission regarding the inspec- 
tion of barley, and gave it as his opinion that the 
whole trouble grew outof the factof several 
members of the Board of Trade having sold a 
deal more barley than they owned.

A SHIP CANAL PROJECT. 


Something in Which Chicago Men Are

COUNTT BOARD AFFAIRS. 

In the meeting of the Committee on Public 
Service at the County Board rooms Dr. Moyer 
called attention to the question of collecting pay 
from persons who were kept at the insane de- 
partment of the jail while temporarily insane, as 
a great many were able to pay 81 a day for their 
board. There were a great many “whisky” 
cases where the patients could well afford to pay. 
In this way he thought about #0 a week could be 
collected, and he desired to know what he should 
do with the — 

Mr. Hurd moved that the County Physician be 
directed to charge a reasonable fee for keeping 
well-to-do persons who were proper patients. 
The motion prevailed. Dr. Moyer was instruct- 
ed to keep an accurate account and make regular 
payments to the County Treasurer. 

© presentation of a requisition for electric 
light supplies sent in by County Electrician Oak- 
ley caused Chairman Purington to call attention 
to the comparative cost of gas and electric lights 
in 1885, 1 and 1887, as published ten days ago, 
which showed that there was no saving 
by the use of electric. lights. “I am of 
the opinion,” said Mr. Purington, that 
it would be wise to abolish the electric-light sys- 
tem. Mr. Donnersberger thought it best to 
abolish the light in the Court-House, but to con- 
tinue it at the hospital. Mr. Purington added 
that in continuing its relations with the United 
States Electric-Light Company the county was 
violating its resolution not to deal with boodle 
contractors. No action was taken beyond allow- 
ing the requisition. 

e Sub-Committee on Poorhouse and Pau- 
pers presented a report recommending that their 
action in removing to the poorhouse about 100 in- 
mates from the old frame rookery near the In- 
sane Asylum be approved; also recommending 
that the old frame buildings be removed—one to 
a point south of the potters fleld, to be used as a 
carpenter and paint shop, and the other to be 
moved and used 4s a pesthouse or torn down. as 
it is dangerous in case of fire in its present loca- 
tion. By doing this tne poorhouse carpenter and 
paint shops. store and sewing rooms could be re- 
moved from the ward in which a are now lo- 
cated and the carpenter and paint shops could 
be removed from the basementof the Insane 
Asylum. This, if done, would remove danger 
from fireand make more room in the institu- 
tions. The report was concurred in.

The 
post-office and custom-house of Boston, as 
well as those of some of the other large cities 
of that State, are models of excellent busi- 
ness management; indeed, their reputation in 
this regard is so well known that there has 
long been a suspicion that the working force 
could not have been recruited from Demo- 
cratic ranks. The rumor also grew that a 
great number of the clerkships were held by 
ex-Union soldiers, retained by Gen. Corse 
and Mr. Saltonstall. This of itself 
was another indication that Democrats 
had been disregarded. At last the State 
Central Committee appointed a sub- 
committee to investigate the matter. 
The sub-committee did not have a very pleas- 
ant time of it. They were rather peremptor- 
ily told by Corse and Saltonstall to mind their 
own business. When complaints were made 
they were referred to the President. When 
they requested the Postmaster and Collector 
to dismiss Republicans they were met with 
an emphatic refusal. Notwithstanding the 
obstacles thrown in their way they managed 
to find that out of the 4,614 employés of the 
Government department 3,828 are Republic- 
ans, or 68 per cent, drawing $5,000,000 in 
salaries which otherwise would have gone 
into Democratic pockets. Such a dispropor- 
tion in the number of employés and in the 
amount of wages, not to speak of patronage, 
was Uke a red rag to the Democratic bull. 
The spoilsmen have taken this up in earnest. 
They are furious in the denunciation of the 
Government officials as enemies of the Dem- 
ocratic party and demand their removal. 

The Postmaster and Collector naturally 
enough fall back upon the President as the 
responsible party. Mr. Cleveland has al- 
ways cherished the conviction that Massa- 
chusetts is a debatable State, and he has 
made his appointments there with the view 
of switching it off into the Democratic ranks 
with mugwump help. For this reason he se- 
lected Endicott for Secretary of War, a thor- 
0 respectable and thoroughly incompe- 
tent old gentleman for the place. He filled 
the Federal offices with mugwumps and made 


ea flamboyant exhibition of enforcing the 


Civil-Service law. Pat Collins, the spoils 
leader, was thrown to the whales. The spoils- 
men were put on the back seats and the 
mugwumps came clear up to the front sing- 
ing hallelujahs for Cleveland and reform, 

and promising to rescue the State from the 
clutches of the Republicans. They have 
made one or two attempts since with lament- 
able results. They still cherish the hope that 
if they can retain the offices they will carry 
Massachusetts. The spoilsmen, however, 

recognize the gravity of the situation. They, 
snow it is hopeless; and that, how- 
ever far the State may have drifted 
from its old Republican moorings under 
false promises, she has come back 

to stay. In this dilema they want the 

spoils for the balance of the term. They 
have sacrificed two years and a half of pick- 
ings and patronage in favor of the mugwump 
alliance, and now that they find their allies 
are worse than incumbrances they want the 
spoils for the balance of the time. That is 
all there is to the situation in Massachusetts, 

and if the President is convinced by this 
time that his case is hopeless m Massachu- 
setts the cry of the hungry spoilsmen will be 
regarded, and the Republican clerks and ex- 
Union soldiers will be given their walking 

tickets. It is only in States where Cleveland 

has deemed it probable he might be success- 

ful that he has retained Republicans in office. 

In hopeless States, like Pennsylvania and 
Illinois, they were hustled out long ago. The 

proceedings of the State convention held 
yesterday show that an apparently success- 

ful effort was made to keep the work of the 
smelling committee out of sight, but the 
skeleton is there all the same in the Demo- 
cratic closet. 


BEN BUTTERWORTH’S GENERAL PROS- 
PERITY PLAN, 

The Hon. Ben Butterworth, the Ohio Con- 
gressman who is working so zealously in the 
cause of unrestricted commerce between this 
country and Canada, recently expressed him- 
self very emphatically in an interview in re- 
ply to the question, What Congress will 
“attempt at the next session towards the im- 
% provement of business afd reduction of the 
“surplus or other modes and means of re- 
“form.” He answered that it certainly 
ought to do something, “ because the present 
order of things is tending to great aggrega- 
“tions in large cities, colossal wealth, and 
“abject poverty, with corruption and dissipa- 
* tion,” and stated his remedy as follows: 


We must see that our prosperity is more gen- 
ey shared in by the masses. I do not mean 
that idleness shall be encouraged, rewarded, or 
even tolerated, or that the idler and industrious 
shall be equal ety in any field of compe- 
tition; but that the Government shall not per- 
mit any of its agencies to be used to increase the 
pe. * of arms that are already too strong and 
to add to the thrift of those who are dangerously 
thrifty already, or to pile up colossal fortunes 
that are alre dangerous in amount. 


It is a matter of pleasurable surprise that 
at last Mr. Butterworth clearly recognizes 
that the remedy for the existing condition of 
things lies in the reduction of the war-tariff 
taxes to a revenue level (for that is what he 
must mean), cutting down the high bounties 
which the farmers and consumers are forced 
to pay to the manufacturing syndicates and 
trusts, relieving the Treasury of the 
surplus hundred millions yielded by the 
war tariff, and relieving the people 
of the three or four bundred millions of 
bounties on domestic goods, which will then 
remain in their pockets as an increment of 
wages, and enhance the prosperity of the 
masses accordingly, since they will no longer 
have to pay double prices for protected goods 
and wares. Mr. Butterworth has placed 
himself squarely on the great doctrine of 
revenue reform as enunciated in the plat- 
forms of both parties—by the Democrats, 
that the war taxes shail be reduced and the 
“surplus stopped; by the Republicans, that 
“they will correct the inequalities of the 
“tariff and reduce the surplus by such 
„methods as will relieve the taxpayers.” 

Mr. Butterworth is correct in his assertion 
that under such conditions “ prosperity will 
“be more generally shared by the masses. 
For exampie, the farmers are largely the 
masses. Now they are fleeced at both ends. 
The high-tariff bounty-erabbers have an 
all

workingmen who are buying goods at war- 
tariff rates and paying for them, the farmers 
with crops that bring free-trade prices, 
are beginning to understand it and to realize 
that a large reduction of war taxes in time of 
peace will promote their interests and 
put much money in their pockets. Mr. 
Butterworth could hardly have stated the 
remedy more forcibly, the methods of apply- 
ing it more practically, or have set forth more 
clearly the evil effects of the high-tariff tax- 
ation which increases “ the strength of arms 
already too strong,” adds to “the thrift of 
those who are dangerously thrifty already,“ 
and piles up “colossal fortunes that are al- 
ready dangerous in amount.“ We shall ex- 
pect to see him in the next Congress assail 
the war taxes and the surplus with all the 
zeal he proposes to direct against the cus- 
tom-houses on the Canadian border. 


ELECTION OF COUNTY BOARD PRESIDENT. 

There appears to be some misapprehension 
yet as to the proper interpretation of the 
clause of the new County Board law concern- 
ing the election of a President of the board. 
The apparent ambiguity of the law is ex- 
plained by the history of its progress last 
spring in the General Assembly. The bill as 
originally drafted provided for the election 
of fifteen Commissioners on one ticket by the 
voters of the county at large, tive being taken 
from the country towns and ten from the city; 
also that one of the fifteen should be “ desig- 
nated as President of the board on the 
voter’s ballot. Senator Humphrey and other 
rural members insisted, however, that the 
county should be divided into two districts, 
the city constituting one and the country 
towns the other, and that, in accordance with 
the constitutional provision, as they main- 
tained, only ten Commissioners should be 
voted forin the city and five Commissioners 
in the outside towns. Their views prevailed, 
but the provision about the “designation of 
President“ was left as in the original draft. 
It is as follows: 

Every legal voter in said county may vote for 
and designate (on his ballot cast for County Com- 
missioners) one of the candidates for Commis- 
sioner to be President of the County Board; and 
the person who shall receive the highest number 
of such votes shall be declared elected nt 
of d board. 

This provision of the law does not limit the 
city voter to the city candidates from which 
to select his candidate for President of the 
board, nor does it limit the country-town 
voter to the country-town candidates. Each 
city voter, in addition to voting for ten can- 
didates for Commissioner, can designate a 
candidate for President on his bailot. That 
candidate may be a country-town nominee 
for Commissioner or a city nominee, at the 
pleasure of the voter. And the country-town 
voter, in addition to voting for five Commis- 
sioners, may designate any one of the five, 
or any one of the ten city candidates of his 
party on his ballot, for President of the board. 
The candidate getting the highest number 
of votes and who is also elected Commission- 
er in his district becomes President of the 
board. Of course if it should happen, which 
is highly improbable, that the candidate who 
should get the highest number of votes for 
President should fail of election in his dis- 
trict for Commissioner then the candidate 
who is elected a Commissioner receiving the 
highest number of votes for President will 
be elected to that honorable office. If there 
should for any reason be a failure on the part 
of the voters to elect a County President 
then that officer would be selected by the 
Commissioners under the following provision 
of the Budget law: 

Said Board of Commissioners shall hold reg- 
ular meetings on the first Monday of December, 
January. February, March, June, and Septem- 
ber in each year, and unless the election or desig- 
nation of a President is otherwise provided for 
by law said Commissioners shall at their first 
meeting in December crganize said Board of 
Commissioners by the election of one of their 
number as President. 

But there will be very little trouble about 
thismatter. The party conventions will nom- 
inate some one of their fifteen nominees for 
Commissioner for President. The name will 
be printed on ali the ballots of the party or- 
ganization distributed through the county. 
Whichever party carries the election in the 
county will elect the President, as a rule. 
The Republicans, in case a contest promises 
to be close, in order to make sure that their 
candidate for President if he gets the highest 
vote may be also elected Commissioner, will 
doubtiess take their President from the coun- 
try towns, where the party has always a safe 
majority. The Democrats, on the other 
hand, will likely take their Presidential can- 
didate from the city for equally obvious rea- 
sons. 


ASKING MERCY ON FALSE GROUNDS. 

The amended petition prepared by the com- 
mittee of the sympathizers with the Anarch- 
ists is as follows: 


To Hu Excellency Richard J. Oglesby, Governor 
of the State of Illinois: The undersigned havin 
watched with great interest the progress o 
events in connection with and since the trial in 
Chicago of the so-called Anarchists, August 
Spies, Michael Schwab, Oscar Neebe, Albert R. 
Parsons, Samuel Fielden, Adolph Fischer, Louis 
Ling¢, and George Engel; 

And believing that the sentence against them 
was and is unwarranted by the evidence, extreme 
in its severity, and induced by a view of the law 
never hitherto sanctioned by any well-considered 
4 and that the accused were not shown 

have been guilty of the throwing or causing to 
be thrown the bomb at the so-called ha market 
meeting; and being advised in effect by the state- 
ment of the prosecution in said cause that these 
men were selected and proceeded against simply 
because of their position as leaders in the general 
labor agitation, which seems to us as unwar- 
ranted as it is injudicious, and calculated to em- 
bitter the wageworkers still further against the 
present social order; 

And believing that in a ease ofthis kind hu- 
manity and the State are better served by mercy 
than by a rigorous execution of a judgment the 
justice of which is questioned by very many of 
our pone respectiully protest against the exe- 
cution thereof, and bespeak, in the name of jus- 
tice, mercy, and humanity, the exercise by your 
Excellency of the executive clemency in the 
cases of these men. 


The presentation of the above petition to 
Gov. Oglesby would be a great blunder cal- 
culated only to prejudice the case of the con- 
cemned Anarchists. The whole of the sec- 
ond paragraph should be stricken out. Gov. 
Oglesby is an able lawyer, thoroughly famil- 
jar with criminal jurisprudence, aud well 
versed in the methods and practices of the 
courts. On the basis of such knowledge he 
has eulogized the judiciary of Illinois in high 
terms and insisted on public respect for the 
courts and the law. It is now proposed to 
present him a petition in which, after the 
recital of statements which the Governor 
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aided, incited, and encouraged the crime 
actually perpetrated. He knows that they 
were not tried as “ieaders in labor agita- 
tion,” but as Anarchists who had plotted and 
encouraged the murder of the police and 
militia by dynamite in order to rob the banks 
and loot the stores; that there is strong evi- 
dence connecting them, or some of them, 
directly with the bomb-throwing; that they 
were convicted not for incendiary utter- 
ances, but for participation as accessories 
and prime movers in the murder of Officer 
Degan and six other policemen slain at the 
haymarket. 

Knowing all this from the proofs of the 
record, Gov. Oglesby can only regard the 
signers of the above petition as persons 
densely ignorant of the facts or deliberate 
falsifiers seeking to deceive him and libel 
the courts by shameful distoruons of the 
truth. That Oglesby should treat with con- 
tempt a petition embodying such bels of the 
judiciary and covert threats against the 
peace of the State would only be character- 
istic of the man. 

It will be worse than useless for the am- 
nesty-seekers to attempt to browbeat, coerce, 
intimidate, or impose balderdash on Gov. 
Oglesby, who is an old soldier scarred with 
bullet wounds, a man of iron courage, a lover 
of fair dealing, with a tender heart, but a re- 
specter of the law and the courts. A peti- 
tion charging the courts with outraging jus- 
tice is poor stuff to present Oglesby when he 
has in his hand the record showing the falsi- 
ty of the accusation. Let the pardon-seekers 
strike out ot the petition all these false 
charges and insinuations against the courts 
and make their appeal on the ground of 
mercy and that alone if they want to have 
any influence with him. 


THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE DISSOLVED. 

The announcement made in the North Ger- 
man Gazette that the triple alliance is at an 
end in consequence of the failure of the Czar 
during nis stay at Copenhagen tooffer to visit 
the German Emperor jacks official confirma- 
tion, but it is none the less likely to be cor- 
rect on that account. Fora long time past 
the political drift has been in that direction. 
The friendship between Germany and Aus- 
tria is still very strong, but with the grow- 
ing coolness between Germany and France 
there has been a perceptible and almost pro- 
portionate weakening of the ties between 
Germany and Russia. France and Russia, 
while not in open alliance, it can scarcely be 
questioned, have an understanding with each 
other and are on very friendly terms, which 
of itself is not calculated to strengthen the 
good feeling of Germany towards the latter. 
It is also a point in favor of the truth of the 
Gazette’s statement that a strong anti-French 
feeling has broken out in Austria, 
growing out of the attacks made 
upon German-speaking people in France. 
So bitter has it become that the /rembendiait, 
published in Vienna, advises the Austrians 
to boycott the forthcoming Paris Exposition. 
There is no danger, therefore, that the 
Austro-German alliance will be disturbed, 
and probably Italy will also come in, par- 
ticularly if the present friendly relations of 
the German Government, both with the 


Vatican and Quirinal, continue. A rupture 


of the triple alliance will leave Germany as 
much freedom of action as Russia. In case 
the latter should disregard the Berlin treaty, 
as she threatens to do if she cannot have her 
way in Bulgaria, or in any other emergency, 
the natural drift of things would then unite 
Russia and France as against Germany and 
Austria and possibly Italy. It is interesting 
to note in this connection that the strength- 
ening of the Austro-German league revives 
the old story of a projected consolidation of 
Austria and Germany and the erection of 
Hungary and some of the Slavic States into 
an independent kingdom, owing to the un- 
certainty which now rests upon the Austrian 
succession. There would be no male heir to 
the throne in case of the death of the miser- 
able Crown Prince, nor is there likely to be, 
as the Crown Princess has separated from 
him. ‘ 


YAWP MOST STATES THE QUESTION. 

“'Yawp” Most in his harangue before the 
assemblage of Anarchist sympathizers in 
New York did not blink the issue, but eulo- 
gized the condemned Chicago Anarchists be- 
cause they had participated in the murder of 
policemen—an act which he thinks worthy of 
all praise—and the crowd howled their ap- 
provalL Said Most: 


Friends and Anarchists, is it unlawful to have 
free speech in this country? What are these 
men gue of? Are they thieves or mur- 
derers (Cries of “No! no!“ They fought 
against the murdering police and robbing capi- 
talists. Seven policemen were killed, and they 
want seven of our brothers’ lives—a life for a 
life. You cannot allow that hanging to take 
— Arm yourselves, and for every drop of 

lood that is spilled from our friends let it cost a 
human life. Jam not alone an Anarchist, but 
also a revolutionist. The capitalists shall be 
the first to suffer. Noone shall escape his just 
dues. The twelve jurors, Judges,*and detectives 
will not sleep very soundly at present. Let them 
beware. I ild yells and cheers from the crowd. 
The time is approaching when we will be fore 
to use firearms. It must come; so be prepared. 
{Bedlam of cheers:] I warn them not to take 
the lives of our martyrs ic Chicago. I demand 
= they be set free. Let there be a social rey- 
olution. 


Thus, instead of denying the legai guilt of 
Spies, Lingg, Parsons, et al., Most thinks it 
their chief glory that they caused the crime 
at the haymarket. The murder of policemen 
and capitalists or property-owners he thinks 
laudable, and persons concerned in such 
acts should be protected and honized. He 
demands more crime of the same sort—the 
murder of Judges, jurors, prosecutors, de- 
tectives, and others instrumental in the en- 
forcement of the law. Yawp” Most at 
least deserves credit for candor. He states 
the question squarely and places his admira. 
tion of the Chicago Anarchists on consistent 
ground. If they had not caused or partici- 
pated in the massacre of the policemen they 
would get no sympathy or eulogy from Most 
and his Reds.“ He lauds them for the sole 
reason that he believes them guilty as 
charged and that such guilt is their title to 
honor and glory. 

Men holding the same doctrine as this 
bloody-minded alien, but lacking his frank- 
ness of statement, parade themselves as 
“friends of labor” and champions of work- 
men.” They are, in fact; the

more guarded—they are the deadly enemies 
of honest workmen everywhere.

“Jedge” Randall H. White and the Con- 
stitation. 

When Justice of the Peace Randall H. White 
was a member of the’ Legislature some years 
ago he was conspicuous in his opposition to 
every measure of law reform presented in that 
body, as also by bis efforts to defeat all bills in- 
troduced for the better government of Chicago. 
He made such a bad record that he did not dare 
to become a candidate for reélection. He man- 
aged by some of the peculiar methods of wire- 
pulling, at which he is an adept, to get appointed 
a Justice of the Peace. In that position his rec- 
ord is in entire keeping with the reputation he 
made as an obstructor of useful legislation. His 
opportunity for making himself conspicuous 
has hardly been adequate to his mischievous 
ambition. Whenever any offered he has eagerly 
availed himself of it. A few days ago such 
an opportunity offered, and the “Jedge”’ 
immediately proceeded to utilize it. A teamster 
was brought before him for violation of the ordi- 
nance which prohibits the passage of heavy traffic 
teams on the boulevards. White. instead of dealing 
with the case on its merits and in accordance 
with the law, commented on the injustice of the 
ordinance, its supposed unconstitutionality, and 
ended by fining the teamster 8, in the hope, 
which he expressed, that there would be an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court for the purpose of 
having the ordinance set aside. The probable 
effect of this course is that there will be frequent 
violations of the ordinance for the future. Every 
troublesome teamster will be encouraged by 
White's action to drive over the boulevard 
whether there is necessity to do so or not. They 
will depend upon White to get the Supreme 
Court to remit their fines, perhaps. Yet there is 
no doubt of the constitutionality of the law. The 
Supreme Court has already passed on the ques- 
tion. It was decided by that tribunal, when the 
validity of the act turning over the control of 
Michigan avenue and other streets to the Park 
Commissioners was challenged, that the Com- 
missioners could make all reasonable regula- 
tions in pursuance of the establishment of 
the streets as boulevards. This may have es- 
caped the attention of the erudite manipulator of 
a change-of-venue shop. 

There is no doubt that the regulation excluding 
traffic is reasonable. Indeed, there has been no 
objection to it except on the part of demagogs 
and cheap charlatants. Those boulevards are 
not maintained exclusively for the pleasure of 
the well-to-do, as the demagogs would have their 
dupes believe. They are maintained as such for 
the humble as well as for the wealthy. The ex- 
pressman can drive over them in his wagon 
with his family Sunday or any other day that he 
chooses as well as the millionaire in his carriage. 
The heavy teams which would cut up the road- 
way, rendering it impossible to keep them in re- 
pair, are kept off for the benefit of one as well as 
‘the other. Perhaps there might not be so much 
objection to the heavy teaming on the boule- 
vards if the teamowners of Chicago were obliged 
to use wheels with wide tires. The tires in gen- 
eral use in this city are only two inches or less 
broad. Under a heavy load they cut into the 
ordinary street pavement like a pick or plow. 
The boulevard pavement would be torn into deep 
ruts by the narrow-tired heavy wagon trafficin a 
week, It is a matter of economy and convenience 
to enforce such ordinances as White objects to. 

The Supreme Court will no doubt hold it en- 
tirely constitutional and valid if appealed to. 
But why should the court be again bothered to 
pass on this question through the action or on 
the advice of this intermeddling legal ignoramus? 
It was a great mistake, to appoint this sec- 
ond Banyon a Police Court Justice, thus giving 
him additional opportunity to bring discredit on 
the laws and ordinances which it is his sworn 
duty to enforce.

THERE is likely to be some misapprehension 
arising out of the wording of the cablegram an- 
nouncing that the Northumberland miners have 
determined to discontinue their support of 
Messrs. Burt and Fenwick, two labor members of 
the.British Parliament. The members in ques- 
tion are not the representatives in Parliament of 
the Northumberland miners. The latte? have 
contributed a certain amount of money each 
year, not only to support Burt and Fenwick, but 
other labor members of Parliament as well. It 
appears now that the miners either have lost 
confidence in the two men named or that they 
cannot afford tocontribute to their yearly stipend 
any longer. They have therefore withdrawn their 
financial, not their political, support. There is no 
doubt a political purpose in their action. At the 
recent labor convention at Swansea a resolution 
in favor of the payment of members of Parlia- 
ment was adopted. The withdrawal of sup- 
port from Burt and Fenwick may have been 
adopted by the miners for the purpose of forcing 
the Liberal leaders to incorporate a payment of 
members plank in their new radical program. 
It is not at all likely that the two members in 
question will withdraw from Parliament, as the 
dispatches have it. They will find some rich 
Liberal friends to tide them over till better 
times. Burt was booked for an appointment 
under the next Liberal Administration. He is 
well known in America, having visited here fre- 
quéntly. 


It is understood that the petition in favor 
of submitting the new (Gibbs) Jury law to a vote 
of the people of Cook County at the November 
election will be presented to the Judges at a 
meeting to be held for that purpose -next Sat- 
urday.

Murder of Leon Baldwin by Mexicans. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 20.—Congressman

Charles T. Hotchkiss, and Maj. Duncan J. Hall. 
The regiment first distinguished itself by the

ragg, and afterward took part in many engage- 
ments, amongthem the batties of Stone River, 
Liberty Gap, and Chickamauga. At the latter 
fight the regiment's loss was very heavy. Over 
100 men were killed, among them Maj. Duncan 
J. Hall, Capts, Whiting, Rice, and Spink, 
and Lieut. Ellis. At Mission Ri the 
regiment scaled the intrenchments and drove 
the foe before them. Afterwards the regiment 
relieved Gen. Burnside at Knoxville and con- 
ducted itself with great credit at Kenesaw 
Mountain and in the many dattles throughout 
East Tennessee, Alabama, and Georgia, taking 
part in the investment of Atianta, and ch sin 
the routed and demoralized enemy to the las 
refuge at Lovejoy’s Mountain. After an active 
and glorious career of nearly three years the 
regiment was mustered out June 10, 1865, with 
381 men, having lost 860 dead or disabled in the 
engagements in which it participated.

WHAT THE LAWYERS LIKE 


MES. DICKEY’S WILL COMPLICATES 
THE FIGHT FOR THE ESTATE. 


The Bulk of the Estate Is Bequeathed to 
the Late Mrs. Dickey’s Sisters and 
Brother—Judge Dickey’s Children File 
@ Bill Against the Executors, Demand- 
ing an Accounting and Alleging Fraud 
—Dan Wren's Part in a Family Trouble 
—Other Court Matters. 


The will of the late Beulah C. Dickey, widow 
of the late Judge Dickey, was admitted to record 
in the Probate Court yesterday. It was executed 
Aug. 18, 1887, and was witnessed by Raul E. Lowe 
and Allen P. Lusk, and its provisions are as fol-

de necessary by the death of the Jate Beulah 
C. Dickey, who was executrix of the estate. Mr. 
Richolson qualified by filing a bona in the sum 
of $80,000, being twice the value of the estate not 
administered upon by Mrs. Dickey. 
The children of the late Judge Dickey imme- 
diately filed a bill in the Superior Court against 
the executors and devisees of the estate of the 
late Mrs. Beulah C. Dickey, their stepmother, 
asking for an accounting. They represent, as 
in a similar bill filed against Mrs. Dickey just 
before her death, that she induced her husband 
by fraud and misrepresentations to make a will 
giving her all his property absolutely. She died 
pt. 17 leaving the will above mentioned. The 
complainants insist that the will of their 
father was void on the ground of 
fraud and undue influence, that he intended to 
make a will in their favor, but was prevented by

Mrs. Mercer’s Tribulations, 

Judge Jamieson was engaged all day yesterday 
in hearing the divorce case of Margaret Mercer. 
against Michael Mercer, a brick contractor, the 
charge being cruelty.

Willing to SWip the Unearned Increment. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 20.—[ Editor of The Tribune. — 


While it is true that the suburbs cannot come in

If Dr. McGlynn had lived in Chicago 
in those days one would easily aceount for his 
land-confiscation scheme. 

In 1878 lots were sold on Dearborn street.

the additional price? To enjoy the advantages 
we supposed we could not get outside the city. 
Some of us waited ten years and more before we 
got sewers, etc. If the tax collector's books 
show a er percentage of taxation in the su- 
burbs than in the city” I fail to see it. I have 
property in a northern suburb, a house and lot in 
the West Division, also ia the South Division, 
and in the Town of Lake. Ido not find taxes ia

The Meaning of New Party Movements. 

Philadelphia Record: Popular disbelief in the 
sincerity of political platforms has apparently 
become chronic within the last decade, and the 
people have become accustomed to regard char- 
acter rather than party in estimating the qualifi- 
cations of a candidate for office. ‘The absence of 
leading issues has brought about a condition of 
affairs favorable to the propagation of new ideas 
of governmeat and new theories of political 
economy. 

In the American party, whosé leading lights 
were gathered in convention in this city last 
week, the careful observer of current events 
may recognize an expression of popular impa- 
tience over the lack of vitalityin current polit- 
ical contests. Later on this feeling of impatience 
may assume the form of a practical protest 
against the sort of legislation which seeks to 
make our statute-books so many refiections of 
the desires or commands of commercial cliques 
or powerful monopolies, It is because of this 
prevalent feeling of unrest that new par- 
ties are launched upon the troubled sea of 
affairs, each with a new — bag cry for some re- 
form or some new regulation which is believed 
by many to be necessary, but which older and 
more familiar political agencies bave failed to 
establish. Thus the American (or Know-Noth- 
ing) party makes exclusion of foreigners its 
shibboleth; Prohibitionists shout for the sup- 
pression of the liquor traffic by political 
coercion and fiddle on that string; a large 
faction of the Labor party pins its faith 
upon Henry George's theory of confiscating 
ali jand values by taxing land and lots at their 
full rental value (the Socialists demand the con- 
fiscation of all property by the State and deny 
the right of individuals to own anything); other 
voluntary political organizations combine these 
crank ideas with still other rallying cries. All 
these departures from the beaten. paths in Na- 
tional politics are so many aids to those malefi- 
cent interests which dominate the course of pub- 
he events to the disadvantage of the peopie; for 
among multiplied divisions of popular sentiment 
that faction which can exert most widely the 
cohesive forces of bribery and promised prefer- 
ment will prove the stronger. 

Uniess the two leading political organizations 
shall proven more ciearily defined issues and 
principles for the consideration of the people 
there may possibly develop a political craze for 
destructive novelties presented by interlopers in 
the field of national affairs that will upset all the 
calculations of the managers. This new Ameri- 
can party may now appear feeble, and even ri- 
diculous; yet the political tenets which it advo- 
eates are calculated to attract many of our 
American-born workingmen, : 

The people are growing somewhat restive. 
They suspect a lack of power or a lack of willing- 
ness on the part of the older parties to secure 
needed reforms and improvements in the meth- 
ods pursued by the Government. For years 
they have been disappointed in obtaining re- 
duced war taxation on the necessaries of life. 
genuine reform in the civil service, and sound 

arantees for the purity and integrity of the 

ot. If these — not be gained through ex- 
isting political agencies it is scarcely & matter for 
wonder that so many should turn aside to follow 
after Prohibition, Know-Nothingism, 
or any other political folly of the hour.

He was a fine-looking, athletic fellow—his 
ctures showing a clear-eyed, intelligent 
ace, and the wealth of hirsute adornment 
which characterized the style of ante-bellum 
— 0 He finished the learning of his trade 
with Elibu Geer, and when through his work 
used to amuse himself in writing songs, 
which he carried about in his pocket, read to 
patient though unappreciative friends, and sat 
down to the piano and adapted to sweet mel- 
odies. His first successful pieces were writ- 
ten for Christy’s Minstreis, and many of the 
striking choral effects which moved their 
audiences to applause were first heard in the 
brain of the printer led and drummed out on 
the little piano in the parlor of the old house 
on Chestnut street.

Boston, Mass., Sept. 18.—A union meeting of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers was 
held in the Boston Theatre this afternoon for 
the purpose of expounding the principles of 
the order and inducing those outside of it to 
join.

2 STRENGTH IN ENGLAND. | 
° 

Gen. Booth and His Wife Control $2,000,000 
Worth of Property—The Recruits Large- 
ly from the Working Classes~The De- 
nunciation of the Army by Church of 
England Preachers Only Tends to Make 
It More Popular with the Masses. 


LonDoy, Sept. 6.—The Salvation Army is 
very strong in England. It is surprising to 
see how many recruits Gen. Booth has made 
since the establishment of his pecuhar form 
of religion: With us the Salvationists have 
never made much headway, but in England 
they are strong and are each year growing 
in power and riches, It is a form of religion 
that makes an especial appeal to the people in 
the streets. The people who walk the streets 
1 London are fond of noise and excitement. 
The Salvation Army, therefore, attracts 
them. Gen. Booth, who is at the head of the 
army, is today avery rich man. The collec- 
tions made by him through his various di- 
visions of this army have been invested from 
ume to time in real-estate property in Lon- 
don. Iam told by those who know that the 
General and his wife control property to the 
amount of $2,000,000. Throughout London 
there are numerous vation Army bar- 
racks. These barracks are always in com- 
fortable buildings, where the army people 
appear to have no difficulty in raising the 
money to pay their rent and for the comfort- 
able maintenance of their quarters. 

The army’s recruits are largely from the 
working classes, There is no doubt that the 
life of a Salvation Army man is becoming. 
very attractive to the averagé workingman. 
In the first place the army now provides 
solid, comfortable clothing for its recruits, 
heavy shoes, and à place of abode. Instead 
of performing hard manual labor the recruit 
wears a comfortable uniform and has noth- 
ing much to do except march about and 

arangue his fellow-creatures. As the En- 
glish are fond of talking. and equally enjoy 
street parades and spectacles, it naturally 


follows that the army, being able to pay and 
clothe its recruits comfortably, steadily gains 
in strength in spite of the rialcule which is 


heaped upon it. 

In a number of instances leaders of the 
army have been arrested during the last two 
or three months for obstructing the streets 
where they meet but 1 have noticed that 
whenever argests have been made such 
arrests have been by the 
masses in the nature of persecutions, and 
the result has been to increase the por arity 
and the strength of the army. s newer 
growth of the army is chiefly in the prov- 
inces and the rural villages of Engiand. The 
representatives of the Established Church 
of England never miss an opportunity to de- 
nounce the leaders of the vation Army as 
fanatics, blasphemers of holy things, and 
men whose principles are dangerous to tue 
morals of society. The result has been that 
this position of the Church of England 
towards these wandering street preachers 
has had the effect of strengthening them by 
bringing fo their support the very strong dis- 
senting element which exists throughout the 
provinces. I should n@ be at all surprised if 
the organization of the Salvation Army 
should in the end compromise and take in 
the greater part of the dissenters. The dis- 
senters know no way to make their opnosi- 
tion to the Church of England more clear 
than by associating themselves with the Sal- 
vation Army crowd, which in the minds of 
the Church of England people represents 
everything ge og coarse, Vulgar, and 
unrefined, while the Church of England 1s 
supposed to represent the very hight and 
zenith of respectability. 

The noisy, energetic, never-wearying Sal- 
vation Army people are producing a decided 
change of opinion throughout the rural 
towns. These army leaders have no respect 
for established precedents and have no 
reverence for church institutions, and at- 
tack with sa ardor the Church of En- 
pene as a State institution, and continually 

in into the ears of their listeners arguments 
against the Established Church. Last Sun- 
day I was in the little village of Whirwell, 
in Hampshire, not quite two hours’ ride from 
London. This is a village of perhaps 400 or 
500 inhabitants. The houses were nearly all 
thatched cottages. I found in this simple, 
quiet, rural place nearly every villager was 
a turious dissenter and an active member of 
the Salvation Army. I heard everywhere 
arguments against the church. Said one 
stalwart cottager: Why should one-tenth 
of our. tax rates go to one church? 
if- we must give up one-tenth to 
religion, why should not it be divided 
among all of the churches? Why should not 
the dissenters have their share?’ As the 
Church of England is a political institution 
this movement of the Salvation Army has a 
political signtficance not to be underesti- 
mated. The latter’s uments and methods 
are best calculated to affect the minds of the 
uneducated peopie of England who are not 
to be reached by ordinary means. The work- 
ing uneducated classes of England are dis- 
satisfied with the present order of things. 
They are beginning to think and to ask 
questions why they should submit to this or 

at form of injustice. 

The Salvation Army people are sending 
out delegates all through Europe. I read in 
a French „ the other day an ac- 
count of the growth of this organization, and 
from it I learned that they are reaching out 
into Russia, Norway, and Sweden, and 
throughout all the principal Continental 
countries. It is an organization which is 
certain to have a_ great influence in 
European affairs. Wherever it it 
preaches equality, freedom of thought, and, 
while it is not openly an opponent of existing 
monarchical Governments, the effect of its 
teachings leads in that direction. The Gov- 
ernments of Europe are closely allied to some 
one of the orthodox churches, and against 
these orthodox churches the Salvation Army 
leaders make constant war. They are now 
sending out delegates to India, I have no- 
ticed in the streets for a number of weeks 
companies of Salvation Army people wear- 
ing East India dress as the most striking 
means of showing to the people of London 
what they are abouttodo. With us the Sal- 
vation Army could never make any headway. 
There is too much freedom. They can on 
thrive in the face of opposition, something 
to overcome. Here they are most resolute, 
most furiously in earnest, and they there. 
fore meet with wonderful success in point of 
numbers of recruits gained and in material 
prosperity. They appear to have no diffi- 
culty in finding any amount of money. 
Their newspaper here, the War Ory, 
has a large circulation. It is 
a well-edited ana well-printed paper. It will 
compare very favorably with the best religi- 
ous weeklies. Some idea of the strength of 
the army in England may be gathered from 


the fact that Gen. Booth has on his roils to- 


day 5,210 officers, It was only a few days ago 
that the reunion of the army forces in Lon- 
don at the Alexandra Palace brought outa 
parade of 11,000 people. This organization Is 
enthusiastic, wrepressible, and fanatically 
devoted to the orders of their chief, Gen. 
Booth. His power over his followers is so 
great that if he should feel called Spon atany 
time to give them an order to arm themselves 
to attack by violence any ofthe Government 
offices I feel certain that the majority of his 
soldiers would face certain death to carry 
out his orders. Itisa strange organization. 
It is hard to understand its success, but its 
hold upon common people of the European 
countries is growing day by day. It is one of

From the Constitutional Centennial Oration of the Hon. 
S. FJ Miller, Justice of the U. 8. Suprem: Court. 

It is not a little remarkable that the suggestion 
which finally led to the rettet. without which as a 
Nation we must soon have perished, strongly sup- 
ports the philosophical maxim of modern times— 
that of all the agencies of civilization and prog- 
ress of the human race, commerce is the most 
efficient. What our deranged finances, our dis- 
creditabie failure to pay our debts, and the suf- 
ferings of our soldiers could not force the severa 
States of the American Union to attempt, was 
brought about by a desire to be released from the 
evils of an unregulated and burdensome com- 
mercial intercourse, both with foreign nations 
and between the several States. 

Perhaps the influence of commerce in bringing 
into harmonious action a people whose interests 
are common, while the Governments by which 
they are controlled are independent and hostile, 
is nowhere more strikingly illustrated than in the 
unification of the German people, which has 
taken place under the observation of most of us. 
Only a few years ago—very few in the chronicles 
of a nation—what is now the great central 
empire. of Europe consisted of a number 


of separate kingdoms, principalities, and 
free cities. Some of these were 80 
powerful as to bee rated among the 


small dukedoms, each with an autonomy aad 
government of its own. Each levied taxes and 
raised revenue from all the merchandise carried 
through its territory, and customs officers at thd 
crossing of every line which divided one of them 
from the other collected duties on all that could 
be found iu the baggage or on the person of the 
traveler, When the railroad system had per- 
vaded Europe, and persons and property could 
be earried by them for 200 or 300 miles on a con- 
tinuous track through many of these States, the 
burden became intolerable. Their govern- 
ments began to make treaties for 
the rates of taxation, for freer transit of 
persons and goods, and to these treaties the 
States became parties one after another, until 
the Zollvereins of North Germany and of South 
Germany included at last all of them except Aus- 
trian Germany. When this was done the unifica- 
tion of Germany was a foregone conclusion. The 
war with France only hastened what the Zoll- 
verein had demonstrated to be a necessity. 
What her poets and statesmen, and the intense 
longing of the sons of Germany fora union of all 
who spoke the language of the Fatherland, and 
the wisdom of her patriotic leaders had never 
been able to accomplish, was attained through 
Zoliverein, and the demands of commerce were 
more powerful in the unification of the German 
people than all the other influences which con- 
-triputed to that end. 


JUDGE MARK SKINNER’'S NOBLEST WORK 


As the Head of the Northwestern Sanitary 
Commission— Work It Did in the War. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—[ Editor of The Tribune. 
Itis strange how effectually the “dead past 
buries the past.“ Barely twenty-two years have 
been counted since the war closed—a full gen- 
eration has not yet intervened—and to the Chi- 
cagoan of today the men and events that during 
the war days most stirred the hearts and oceu- 
pied the thoughts are forgotten and unknown, 
Another of Chicago’s old and honored citizens, 
the Hon. Mark Skinner, has passed away—a man 
whose life had been a stimulus and model to all 
who knew him, one who during fifty-one years of 
influential citizenship had done much to make 


the Chicago of today, and one who during the 
dark days of the war was facile princeps among 
the citizen-patriots of Chicago, and as izer 
and President of the “Northwestern Sanitary 
Commission did much to secure the successful 
termination of tne war. The events of the pass- 
ing years and the growth of our city have almost 
obliterated the memories of the war; and the 
modestraquiet walk of Judge Skinner in our 
midst has led us to forget how grateful we felt 
to him twenty and odd years for having then 
made possible our Northwestern Sanitary Com- 
mission.“ and the mage Doers help given it 
to our armies in the field; ana for the comfort 
given to our fathers, our husbands, our brothers, 
and our sons in hospitals and on battlefields, It 
is a record of patriotism that may be both inter- 
esting and profitable for us to recall; it Will tell 
of “ citizen-service'’ more important as affectin 
military successes than we bad realized, and wii 
help us to better honor the character and abil- 
ities of the man who was its life, and who made 
the “Sanitary Commission” what it was, the 
late Judge Skinner. 

Let us step back to the dark days of 1861 and 
see, if we can, some of the special difficulties 
surrounding our Government and threatening us. 
Since its early infancy qur country had never 
known what war, with its emergencies, demands, 
and infinitly varied service, meant. The war 
with Mexico had been a bagatelle, and ta tus 
nothing but that our people, like our gran 8. 
were not cowards. Our War De ment. our 
Quartermaster, Commissary, and Medical De- 
partments, with their several bureaus, were 
— to and prepared for only the peace 
needs and the “Indian skirmishes” of our lit- 
tle army of 15,000 men, and were not only igno- 
rant of but utterly incompetent for the enor- 
mous needs of hundreds of thousands of troops 
suddenly called into active warfare, 

Perhaps no great nation ever went into & war 
60 ill-prepa either by experience and conse- 
quent knowledge of what were to be immediate 
and pressing needs, or by bureau organization to 
meet suck needs, as did ours im 1861; and but for 
the wonderful energy and the practical wisdom 
with which the people at home who were inca- 
phenates by age or sex from taking arms came 

the aid of our Government and soldiers the 
result of the rebellion might have been far dif- 
ferent from what it was. 

Among the different channels through which 
this aid was rendered the most effective and far- 
reaching was the United States Sanitary Com- 
mission, and of its several branches our own 
„Northwestern Branch,“ under the wise and un- 
tiring management of Judge Skinner, became 
one of the largest and most effective. 

By this “Northwestern Branch” during the 
four years of the war were collected and distrib- 
uted to the soldiers of our Western armies over 
$5,000,000 worth of hospital supplies, articles of 
diet, clothing, etc. Through its thorough organi- 
zation and marvelous efficiency boat-load after 
boat-load of hospital supplies and hundreds of 
doctors, nurses, and other needed helpers reached 
Pittsburg Landing days before Government sup- 
— — and when chloroform, lint, and 

audages h long been wanting. By it, when 
(in 18683) the armies of Grant and of ecrans 
were stricken with scurvy and threatened with a 
destruction more sure and more complete than 
that of shot and shell, train after train of cars 
loaded with vegetables and anti-scorbutics were 
daily sent to their suffering camps, and early 
restoration to heaith and soldierly effective- 
ness thereby secured. By it, after the fall 
of Vicksburg and Port Hudson, special 
trains and loaded boats, carrying ice and 
“comforts” for their 50,000 sick and 
wounded soldiers, were daily sent, and were in- 
estimable in value. Upon its trains of * Hospital 
Cars (having berths suspended by rubber cor 
etc.) were carried during the last two years o 
the war more than 125,000 of the sick and wound- 
ed soldiers of our Western armies, 

These are only specimen facts, but they indi- 
cate the thoroughness of the organization built 
up and perfected by Judge Skinner, and the out- 
reach and vast extent of its marvelous work. 
They tell us, too, that, useful and honorable as 
were Judge Skinner's services as a citizen, as 
legislator, and as Jud the crowning and 
noblest service of his life, and that which was 
National in its outreach and should not be for 
gotten, Was as patriot, as the organizer, the arm 
and eye,” of the Northwestern Sanitary Commis- 
sion during the War of the Rebellion.
